The winning bid for Reed 
Hawn’s 1913 Liberty Head 
nickel was $962,500 at auction 
earlier this month in New York 
City. The coin was bought by 
two Santa Ana, Calif., dealers, 
Dwight Manley and Gregg 
Roberts. 

The coin was the star of the 
sale that also included an 1804 

i dollar. That coin sold for 

500 to a New Jersey col- 

r who asked to be uniden- 
tified. 

Hawn’s entire collection 
fetched $4.75 million. 

That a 20th-century nickel 
should be worth more than the 
most fabled dollar in American 
history reflects some of the 
mystery and rarity of the 1913 
nickel. 

Since 1913 was the year the 
Buffalo nickel first appeared, 
the existence of the old Liberty 
Head model was unknown un- 
til 1919. Apparently 1913 dies 
were prepared, but coinage 
held up because of the arrival 
of Buffalo dies. At least five of 
the Liberty Head nickels were 
struck in Philadelphia as trials

MAYFLOWER 


BECAUSE WE OFTEN use the words “Pilgrim Fathers,” many 
people think that those who came in the Mayflower were 
old men and women. This was not true. William Brewster, 
oldest of all the Pilgrims, was under 55. Most of the adults 
were in their 20’s and 30's. About a third of all passengers 
in the Mayflower were children. About half of all who 
survived the first year were under 16. 

There were no birth certificates and so it is hard to 
know exact ages. The best that can be done is to guess— 
using as clues everything written about the Pilgrims at 
that time or soon after.
